Grades  3,  6 and  9 
Achievement  Test  Results 

Individual  student  profiles  of  results  on  the  June 

1995  achievement  tests  have  been  sent  to 
schools.  The  results  are  shown  in  relation  to 
the  provincial  standard  in  each  course.  These 
profiles  are  intended  for  individual  student 
records.  As  well,  teachers  are  encouraged  to 
use  the  information  in  discussions  with  parents. 

School  results  on  the  1995  achievement  tests, 
indicating  the  percentage  of  students  achieving 
provincial  standards  on  each  test,  are 
scheduled  for  mailout  to  schools  by  the  end  of 
October.  Detailed  school  reports  are  scheduled 
for  mailout  by  the  end  of  November.  Teachers 
within  a school  are  encouraged  to  work 
together  to  examine  the  results  and  consider 
ways  of  using  them  in  program  planning. 

Information  Bulletins 

The  General  Information  Bulletin  on  provincial 
achievement  testing  is  scheduled  for  mailout  to 
elementary  and  junior  high  school  principals  in 
November.  This  bulletin  provides  information 
on  testing  policies  and  test  administration. 

Test  information  bulletins  also  will  be  sent  to 
schools  for  teachers  whose  students  are  in 
Grades  3,  6 and  9.

Western  Canadian  protocol 

Language  Arts 

Manitoba,  Saskatchewan,  British  Columbia, 
Yukon  Territory,  Northwest  Territories  and 
Alberta  commenced  work  in  early  February 
1995  on  a common  curriculum  framework  in 
language  arts.

Language  Arts  (English) 

Alberta’s  development  team  consists  of 
representatives  from  Alberta  Education  and 
from  the  Alberta  Teachers’  Association.  The 
other  five  jurisdictions  are  also  represented  by 
teachers  and  department  consultants. 

As  a result  of  a number  of  joint  meetings,  a 
draft  of  the  general  and  specific  outcomes  for 
Kindergarten  to  Grade  12  has  been  developed. 
This  draft  is  being  reviewed  by  advisory 
committees  and  others  to  ensure  that  it 
addresses  Alberta’s  concerns.  The  draft  will  be 
revised  based  on  feedback  from  all  the 
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jurisdictions.  A final  draft  is  scheduled  for 
completion  in  early  February  1996. 

It  is  expected  that  the  new  curriculum 
framework  will  help  to  prepare  students  for  life 
in  the  early  21st  century. 

The  revised  programs  of  study,  which  will  be 
based  on  this  framework,  are  to  be 
implemented  in  Alberta  schools  once  the 
development  work  is  completed  and  new 
learning  resources  have  been  identified. 

Current  plans  call  for  implementation  of  the 
common  curriculum  framework  for  language 
arts  beginning  with  junior  high  in  September 
1997.  The  elementary  and  senior  high 
programs  may  be  implemented  soon  thereafter. 
Further  information  will  be  communicated  to 
schools  as  decisions  are  made.

Vehicle  informa  tion  report 

Alberta  Municipal  Affairs  has  provided  the 
following  general  information  for  all  buyers  and 
sellers  of  previously  owned  vehicles.  The 
information  may  be  of  particular  interest  to 
students  registered  in  Driver  and  Traffic  Safety 
Education  10  and/or  Career  and  Life 
Management  20. 

Since  buying  “used”  means  buying  “as  is”, 
information  is  a buyer’s  best  safeguard. 

Whether  buying  or  selling  a previously  owned 
vehicle,  make  a better-informed  decision  by 
using  a Vehicle  Information  Report. 

Alberta  Municipal  Affairs,  Registries,  recently 
introduced  a one-page  summary  on  vehicles 
registered  in  Alberta,  containing  information  from 
the  government’s  Motor  Vehicles  and  Personal 
Property  Registry  data  bases.  The  report 
includes: 

• A description  of  the  vehicle:  serial  number, 
make,  model,  year,  style,  colour  and  fuel 
type. 

• The  vehicle’s  status,  which  determines 
whether  or  not  it  can  be  registered — has  it 
been  reported  written-off  and  then  fixed  and 
inspected,  or  has  it  remained  unsafe  after 
inspection? 


• Up  to  seven  previous  registrations  since 
December  1993;  the  registration  date(s)  and 
municipality  of  residence  of  the  previous 
registrant(s). 

• Licence  plate  classification,  such  as 
passenger  or  commercial. 

• The  number  of  liens,  if  any,  registered  in 
Alberta  against  the  vehicle.  A separate 
search  can  provide  further  information  on 
liens. 

The  report  will  benefit  both  buyers  and  sellers  of 
previously  owned  vehicles.  To  purchase  a 
report,  have  the  vehicle’s  serial  number  with  you 
when  you  visit  any  of  the  220  registry  agents  in 
Alberta.
